Charges that “Government offi 
cials”’ joined in coal profiteering dur- 
ing the shortage last,/summer wer:

Certain officials, it was said Cushing 
testified, were able to get informa- 
tion as to communities where short- 
age conditions were particularly 
feared and possessed information as 
to the effect of priority orders ob- 
tained on the furnishing of coal cars.

The 800th anniversary of the 
landing of the Pilgrims was  ob- 
served in St. Louls last evening at 
the thirty-sixth annual reunion of 
*he New England Society of St. 
Louis at Hotel Buckingham. Dinner 
was served and addresses were made 
by former United States Senator J. 
Hamilton Lewis of Illinois and 
' Charles H. Brough, Governor of Ar- 
kansas. L, L. Leonard, president of 
the society, was toastmaster. 

A scene from the play, ‘‘The May- 
flower,”’ depicting the courtship of 
Priscilla and John Alden, was given, 
and there was music by a male 
—s About 100 persons attend- 
ed. 

Gov. Brough said we owed to the 
sturdy Puritan the genius of . our 
American institutions and the glory 
of American life. If the Puritan 
and his descendants, sald Gov. 
Brough, had contributed no more 
than the. Constitution of the United 
States, his name would be immortal, 
for this was the greatest document 
that “ever sprang full-fledged from 
the brain and purpose of man” in 
the interest of freedom. 

Lewis spoke on “Our Country and 
Its Tomorrow,” stating that America 
has no friends among her late allies 
in the war, all of whom, he said, 
either in the interest of commer- 
clalism or other means to advance 
their ends, are conniving with one 
another against: the interests of the 
whole, but directing their energies 
largely against the United States.

Bundy, negro dentist and politician,| 
who was sentenced on March 28, 
1919, to life imprisonment for con-| 
spiracy to murder in connection with | 
the East St. Louis race riots of July | 


,2 and 3, 1917. 


Bundy obtained a change of venue | 
from EAst St. Louis to Monroe Coun- | 
ty. After his conviction he was re-| 
leased from the penitentiary on a+. 
writ of supersedeas of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court following the commit- 
ment of one of the jurors in the trial 
to an insane asylum. 

The specific charge against Bundy | 
was that he was in conspiracy to hill | 
Detective Sergeant Coppedge and 
Detective Woodley, who were 
fired on by a mob of negroes a few 
minutes before midnight on July 2. 
Coppedge was killed and Woodley 
fatally wounded. 

Funds were raised among negroes 
all over the United States for Bun- 
dy’s defense, His father is chancel- 
lor of Wilberforce University near 
Cleveland, O., and an uncle is In the 
United States consular service in Li- 
beria.

The public is vitally concerned in 
the methods and success of these 
utilities; is dependent upon, and is 
affected by the established rules of 
law and procedure applying to the 
rights and remedies under the obli- 
gations of these utilities, and is con- 
cerned in being able to rely upon the 
law of the land established by the 
decisions of this Court. 
Such Suits Numerous, 

“Class suits and suits involving 
these questions are numerous and re- 
curring. This decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals will embarrass the 
trial courts. In the preceding and 
the succeeding points it is shown that 
this decision upsets the law of the 
land. To upset the law of the land 
as declared by this court, to render 
uncertain the rules as to property 
rights of action, to subject innumer- 
able investors of this type to uncer- 
tain and conflicting rules in the va- 
rious Federal districts, not only de- 
stroys the uniformity of -the judicial] 
reasoning in the Federal jurispru- 
dence, but also destroys the ability 
of the investing public to rely upon 
the uniform? protection of the na- 
tional courts. Investors can then no 
longer consider their boundaries to 
be the national boundaries, but will 
limit themselves to purely local en- 
terprises. 

“Since these questions always in- 
volve large properties, and many 
people, and are of recurring fre- 
quency, controlling standards of right 
and procedure as declared by this 
court should not be permitted to t
